“Grace be with all them that love our 
Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity,” Eph. 6:24. 

The above text is a portion of Paul’s 
benediction upon the Ephesians and is 
worthy of your consideration and mine. 
This great benediction should claim our 
attention because of its meaning to the 
human family. We understand that in 
this particular place and time the word 
“grace” means “God’s unmerited mercy 
to mankind.” It also means “spiritual 
gifts or attainment.” 

In all the catalog of human needs there 
is none so vital as the grace of God. We 
make this statement on the authority of 
Paul’s testimony to the Corinthians. 
Speaking in the language of the great I 
AM, “MY GRACE IS SUFFICIENT 
FOR THEE,” and that is enough for you 
and for me and every one. We could not 
ask for more. 

Now God makes no conditions or dif- 
ferences. Whatever the need might be His 
grace is all-sufficient. It is true, as the 
Apostle Peter has said, that God gives 
more grace to the humble (1 Peter 5:5) 
and it would be well to note again our 
text: “With all them that love our Lord 
Jesus Christ in sincerity.” The more sin- 
cerely we love and serve Him, the more 
of His blessings and grace we realize. 
The Lord has never failed any of His sub- 
jects. Sometimes the way seems hard, our 
skies grow dark, but just remember, the 
prophets of old had dark days, financial- 
ly, physically, spiritually, and pragmati- 
cally, but regardless of the category they 


were in the Lord would pass along their 
way and dismiss all their discouragement 
and ambiguity, and what He has done for 
others, the same He will do for you. 


Our mind goes back to certain Bible 
characters; namely, Esther, Vashti, Mor- 
decai, and Haman. In the days of King 
Ahasuerus, Vashti was queen. The name 
“Vashti” means “beautiful,” but beauty 
does not justify us before God. There are 
too many of God’s people today trying to 
get by on beautiful features. Many times 
when people are complimented for their 
beauty, they get struck on themselves and 
lose out with God. Anyway, the king was 
having a big banquet and sent for Vashti 
to come and exhibit her beauty. She ig- 
nored the king’s request and by so doing 
she was rejected as queen, and Esther, 
meaning a star, and a star she was for the 
sincere love she had for God and her peo- 
ple, was selected as queen. It was nothing 
more nor less than the grace of God for 
she was not there for money, neither 
parades, but that her people might be 
saved, for Mordecai who was also a Jew, 
had refused to bow down to Haman, one 
of the king’s high officers, and he was 
under sentence of death, and the gallows 
had already been built on which to hang 
him. And that was not enough, Haman 
continued his conspiracy by relating to 
the king that there was a people scattered 
over his kingdom whose laws (holiness) 
was diverse (different) from all people, 
and neither did they keep the king’s laws. 


When the king heard this he called the 


scribes and commanded that they write 
up a law against the Jews as seemed good 
to Haman, and the scribes proceeded to 
write a law at Haman’s request that 
called for the life of every Jew in the 
kingdom—men, women, and children. 
Letters were written to every province in 
the kingdom, in the language of every 
nation there, and Mordecai was served 
with a letter of the sad news. At this an- 
nouncement Mordecai went to prayer. He 
called upon all the Jews to pray and also 
related the news to Esther and. requested 
that she go before the king and ask for 
mercy, which would mean death if she 
were not called before him, for all the 
king’s servants and the people knew that 
whosoever, whether man or woman, came 
into the inner court having not been 
called, the king had one law, that was 
that they should be put to death, 


Esther said, “Gather all the Jews to- 
gether and fast and pray with me three 
days, and I will go; if I perish, I perish.” 
Upon the third day Esther went to the 
king’s court and when he saw her stand- 
ing in his court he held out the golden 
sceptre to her and she drew near unto him 
and invited the king and Haman to a 
banquet which she was to prepare for 
them. They attended same and it was 
there that Esther related her request to 
the king. After she had told her story, 
the king granted unto the Jews a release, 
promoted Mordecai to the office next to 
the king, and hanged Haman on the gal- 
lows built for Mordecai. This battle was 
fought and victory won all because of 
SINCERITY. Mordecai and Esther were 
sincere in their devotion. I am sure they

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Will The Church Go Through The Tribulation? 


My text is found in Revelation 11:18. 


“And the nations were angry, and thy 
wrath is come,and the time of the DEAD, 
that they should be judged, and that thou 
shouldest give reward unto thy servants 
the prophets, and to the saints, and them 
that fear thy name, small and great; and 
shouldest destroy them which destroy 
the earth.” 


Ts Gentile dispensation began with 
the Babylonian captivity of Judah 
under Nebuchadnezzar in the sixth cen- 
tury before the year of our Lord. This 
dispensation is to be brought to a close 
by the destruction of Gentile world po- 
litical power by the coming of Jesus to 
the earth again, according to Rev. 19:11- 
21. Until that time Jerusalem will be 
politically subject to Gentile rule. Jesus 
said, “‘Jerusalem shall be trodden down 
of the Gentiles until the TIMES OF THE 
GENTILES be fulfilled.” Luke 21:24. 


The last seven years of this Gentile dis- 
pensation will be ruled by Antichrist, the 
man of sin, the lawless one, DICTATOR 
of the revived Roman Empire formerly 
ruled by the ancient Caesars of Rome. 


“Satan has organized the world of un- 
believing mankind upon the principles of 
force, greed, selfishness, ambition, and 
pleasure. This world system is imposing 
and powerful with armies and fleets. It 
is often outwardly religious, scientific, 
cultured, and elegant, but it is seething 
with nationalism, commercial rivalries, 


and ambition.”—Rev. C. I. Scofield, D.D. 


When Satan took Jesus on a high moun- 
tain and showed Him all the kingdoms of 
the world in a moment of time, he said 
to Him, “All this power will I give 
thee, and the glory of them; for that is 
delivered unto me; and to whomsoever 
I will give it.” Mark 4:6; Matt. 4:8, 9. 
Jesus refused to accept Satan’s offer, be- 
cause He came to establish God’s king- 
dom based, not upon force and the survi- 
val of the fittest, but upon the principles 
of love, peace, and good will toward all 
men. It is this system of Satan’s political 
power that will be ruled by his represen- 
tative, the Antichrist, the last seven years 
of this dispensation, and called 


THE TRIBULATION. 


This last seven-year-period rule of the 
Antichrist is called the tribulation time. 
At the beginning of this reign, the DIC- 
TATOR will confirm the covenant (not 
make, for it was made on April 24 nine- 
teen years ago by the League of Nations 
and the mandate given to Great Britain) 
with Israel for seven years, on the 
strength of which the Jews will return 
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to Palestine in great numbers and rebuild 
and restore their temple worship in Je- 
rusalem. But this covenant turns out to 
be a covenant with death and hell ac- 
cording to the prophecies of Isaiah 29:18. 
For in the middle of this week of years 
the Antichrist will double-cross the Jews 
and break the covenant. Dan. 9:27. 


Then will begin the GREAT TRIBU- 
LATION period, the last three and a half 
years of this diabolic rule of Satan. He 
will make war with the saints and over- 
come them. Rev. 13:7. The greatest 
boycott system ever known to man will 
be inaugurated then. No one will be able 
to buy or sell without the mark of the 
beast. Rev. 13:16, 17. We have the shad- 
ow of this role and “boycott” system in 
the League of Nations. “Sanctions” were 
to be imposed on gangster nations. 
Strange that there should be ten original 
signers of the league. There will be only 
ten nations left when the map of Europe 
will be rearranged at the close of the pres- 
ent conflict across the Atlantic. This cor- 
responds to Daniel 2:42 (ten toes). The 
League cannot succeed as long as the 
Church is in the world, the preserving 
force keeping Satan from having full 
control of things. But when the escape of 
the overcomers takes place, then that man 
of sin will be revealed. Luke 21:36; 
2 Thess. 2:7, 8. The world will acclaim 
him to be the superman of the hour. A 
United States of Europe will be formed 
and he will be its president endowed with 
dictatorial powers. Rev. 17:12, 13. Satan 
will then have full sway and he will rule 
and reign through his representative, the 
son of perdition. All the world will won- 
der after the beast. Rev. 13:4. 


We have the shadow of the “mark” in 
the world today. In Russia it is the ham- 
mer and the sickle. In Germany it is the 
swastica. In Italy it is the Roman battle- 
ax and ten lictors sticks. In the United 
States it was the blue eagle, with seven 
feathers in one wing and ten feathers in 
the other wing. Compare the figures 
“seven” and “ten” with Rev. 17:3. I am 
of the personal opinion that the N.R.A. 
will be revived in the near future in a 
different form. I doubt very much that 
the United States of America will become 
a part of the revived Roman Empire. 


Satan’s fury will be turned loose against 
the Jews and remnant of the Church. The 
mark will have a twofold purpose. First, 
to compel the Jews to deny their religion 
of Judaism, which has given the world 
the revelation of God the Father. Second, 
to compel the Christians of all denomina- 
tions to deny Jesus Christ, God the Son. 
Failing in this, they will be forced to lose 


their wealth. Hence the greatest persecu- 
tion of all Jewish history will be suffered 
by Israel. Christians and Jews alike will 
suffer persecutions. This period of unex- 
ampled ‘trouble is called by the prophet 
Jeremiah the time of Jacob’s trouble. Jer. 
30:7. Many thousands will be murdered 
and their money and property confiscated. 
These have been shadowed in Germany by 
HITLER, but then it will be world-wide. 
During this time of trouble many thou- 
sands of Jews will turn to Jesus Christ 
and one hundred and forty-four thousand 
will be sealed of God according to Reve- 
lation seventh chapter. Israel will be 
sealed to go through the ¢ribulation, the 
overcomers are sealed to escape the tribu- 
lation. While Antichrist reigns craft pros- 
pers during the first three and half years 
of his administration, During the last half 
of his rule the vials of judgments of retri- 
butions will be visited upon the anti- 
Christian world through the great battle 
of Armageddon. Rev. 14:9-20. 


Some of God’s judgments to be poured 
upon the world then are recorded in Rev. 
16th chapter. 


1. Boils will cover the bodies of those 
who receive the mark of the beast. 


2. Chapter eight tells of a third part 
of the seas turned into blood. Blood of 
dead men on the seven seas through naval 
warfare. 


3. Drinking fountains will be turned 
into blood. They shed the blood of saints, 


now they have to drink it. 


4. Sun will become thirty per cent 
hotter, thus all who receive the mark of 
the beast, as well as all who are on earth, 
will suffer intense heat. . 


5. Thick darkness will be felt all over 
the world. Demons released from the bot- 
tomless pit will frighten people with their 
shrill voices. Rev. 8:12; 16:18. 


6. Fire will be dropped from the sky. 
Rev. 13:13. Probably the death ray and 
fire bombs and liquid fire dropped by air- 
planes during Armageddon. 


7. Hail will drop on the earth weigh- 
ing twenty-five pounds and more. 


8. A pestilence of frogs that will 
cover the earth, leaving their abode in 
creeks and rivers. 


9. The river Euphrates will be dried 
up, thus making a way for the Oriental 
races led by Japan against the white 
races in the battle of Armageddon, Rev. 
16:12, 16, bringing death to two hun- 
dred million men, and four hundred mil- 
lion women and children. Famine, starva-

Question: Will you please explain the 
first part of the 32nd verse of the 15th 
chapter of First Corinthians?—Mrs. H. 
P. Holt. 

Answer: The scripture referred to reads 
like this, “If after the manner of men I 
have fought with beasts at Ephesus, what 
advantageth it me, if. the dead rise not?” 
To begin with we must note that the 
15th chapter of First Corinthians is a 
resurrection chapter. In the days of Paul, 
people who believed in Christianity were 
many times thrown to the wild beasts in 
the arena at Ephesus. Paul merely makes 
this statement, If there is no such thing 
as the resurrection, what is the advantage 
of holding on to one’s profession at the 
cost of having to fight with beasts at 
Ephesus? 

Question: What became of Lazarus, 
the one that was resurrected? “It is ap- 
pointed unto men once to die,” Heb. 9:27. 
—H. B. S. 

Answer: This incident is no more mys- 
terious than the damsel that Christ raised 
from the dead, or the woman at Lydda 


whom Peter raised from the dead. We - 


have no record of what became of them 
afterward. It is presumed, however, that 
these special miracles that were wrought 
upon them did not have anything to do 
with the appointment of death and that 
they died as others. 

Question: In Matthew the 25th chap- 
ter we find that when the Lord comes to 
reign one thousand years He has a judg- 
ment of all nations. He separates the sheep 
nations from the goat nations. In the 
46th verse we find that the goat nations 
go away into everlasting punishment but 
the sheep nations or righteous go into life 
eternal. I understand that the Church of 
God teaches that the final destination of 
both classes is the lake of fire. It is a lit- 
tle over one thousand years from the 
judgment of nations to the lake of fire. 
Explain this eternal life that is just a lit- 
tle over one thousand years.—H. B. S. 

Answer: The Church of God does not 
have a particular teaching on this line. 
That which you have described is a 
teaching of many preachers. It is the 
personal opinion of the Question Box 
Editor that God will not judge nations 
as a whole and cast them into eternal pun- 
ishment or give them eternal life, that 
those individuals of nations that have not 
done the right thing will receive a judg- 
ment of punishment and the others a re- 
ward of righteousness for righteousness.

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Notices from the Dominican/ | 
Republic 


The work in Ciudad Trujillo, Repub- 
lica Dominicana, is passing through quite 
a serious persecution. It has been almost 
two weeks since we have been able to 
hold meetings with open doors in this 
city, also in a very small district about 
six miles from the city, ten souls who 
came to the Lord had to suffer a reason- 
able test for Jesus and His gospel. Those 
brethren in the small section (Mataham- 
bre) are all farmers, and as a matter of 
fact, they farm very little on account of 
not having their own lands. So, they live 
on other people’s land, and whatsoever 
produce they reap is shared between own- 
ers and farmers. Since I went to that lit- 
tle place and preached the gospel, six 
souls came to the Lord. They are all Span- 
ish and their former religion was Catholic. 
A few weeks later on my continual going 
to visit them, sometimes twice a week, 
the newly converted brethren started to 
feel very happy and according to their 
testimonies some thought they were not 
living in this world. Twice myself and 
the few brethren in the city went and 
held short revivals, the first night begin- 
ning at 8 p. m. and finishing about 2 a. 
m. next morning. On account of the 
wonderful showers of blessings the Lord 
poured out upon us, four more souls got 
saved and two received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, speaking in other tongues 
as the Spirit gave utterance. 


The second revival ended about 1:00 a. 
m. We all felt the presence of the Lord. 
Since then the tables have turned. The 
Catholic land owners where one brother, 
Pascual Baez, lived and had a great part 
of land well cultivated, having plenty of 
fruits, vegetables and other produce 
growing splendidly, ordered him to disoc- 
cupy the place in the most inhuman way 
because he (the brother) permitted us to 
have service in the house that.is built for 
the farmers to live in. Poor man, he had 
a hard time. I met him a few days after 
in the market place selling some of his 
produce not quite ripe. A sister of the 
Church here told me to go and tell him 
to move his family in an empty room of 
hers and pay around $2.00 monthly. An- 
other brother, Angel Martinez, and his 
wife, Brijida Martinez (she being one of 
those who received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost) lived on another property 
that does not belong to them. Brother An- 
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ZENO C. THARP, Secretary of Mission Board 


gel planted a field of beans, and because 
he got saved, the Catholic owners gave 
him notice to leave the house, and up to 
now he has not found where to go. An- 
other old Indian sister, since she came to 
the Lord, her son ceased giving her any 
help. 


Dear readers, you must understand how 
troublesome the situation is. One sister 
says she is sorry but she cannot continue 
because things have gone from bad to 
worse since she left the Catholic church. 
A brother told me that he never thought 
he would have to meet such trials as he 
has met since he got saved, but he is de- 
termined to follow Jesus to the end. Here 
I prove the words of the Savior in John 
16:33. I have to be up and doing, spend- 
ing hours teaching them, then we have a 
half hour of prayer every afternoon. 


Anyhow, those who are truly saved 
through the precious blood of Jesus are 
still standing firmly and praising God in 
the midst of all their troubles. One sister 
here in the city, who practiced witch- 
craft for over twenty years, came to this 
little mission almost three months ago. 
After the sermon the altar call was giv- 
en and she came up to seek her soul’s sal- 
vation. She prayed earnestly, and three 
days after she burned up a heap of idols, 
beads, relics, incense burner, and other 
articles she used for her old profession. 
From that time until this day she has 
lived a justified life and free from sin. 


Here in Ciudad Trujillo, for about two 
weeks we have had to have our meetings 
with doors and windows closed on ac- 
count of the quantity of stones that are 
pelted on the doors and wall of the house. 
I have been to the police office, promises 
were made to assist me in keeping order 
and punishing the persecutors, but noth- 
ing was done. Again the captain of police 
told me that each time I was fixing to 
have meetings, to notify him and he 
would gladly send a guard to help me, 
but only once the guard came and we 
were left to go under our trials the rest 
of the times. All I have tried was in vain. 
The nation is Catholic and no steps can be 
taken to defend other denominations. For 
this whole week only prayer meetings 
were held. The brethren when they come, 
give a very slight knock on the main door 
and we open and let them in. The Gos- 
pel of St. John, 16th chapter, has been 
one of our main chapters. The plan of the 
bandits is to throw stones at the electric 





bulbs so as to put the lights out. Some- 
times when the doors are open the stones 
come right in. In this way the gospel is 
greatly hindered. — George L. Sylvestre, 
missionary, Apartado 1114, Ciudad Tru- 
jillo, Republica Dominicana.

As surely as the hand of God wrote 
words of warning on the walls of Bel- 
shazzar’s palace, that same hand is writ- 
ing on the walls of both time and history, 
warning us that the end is near at hand.

1940 will, in all probability, be a 
continuation of chaotic conditions. Men 
and nations are walking in the valley of 
despair. All eyes are searching for the one 
ray of light that will lead to peace. Let 
the great and mighty Church of God de- 
clare anew her belief in the second com- 
ing of Jesus Christ without sin unto sal- 
vation. 

On Dec. 27, Lowell Thomas, well- 
known radio commentator, announced 
that various parts of the world were be- 
ing subjected to mighty earthquakes. The 
next morning, Dec. 28, the papers 
feared that at least 100,000 had perished 
in this mighty visitation of the judgment 
of God. Turkey, a Mohammedan country, 
has borne the brunt of this outpouring of 
wrath, but at the same time quakes were 
felt in places as widely separated as Lon- 
don, England and Los Angeles, Cal. 
Islands of the sea and other continents 
were shaking under the hand of an an- 
gry God. Today, almost one week later, 
the total death toll is unknown. For the 
fifth consecutive day the earth is still 
rumbling and quaking. God is doing this 
to warn men and women of the impend- 
ing doom. Entire villages were telescoped 
and cities of several thousand inhabitants 
were ‘laid to the ground. Souls went 
screaming and wailing into eternity to 
face the judgment of a God whose love 
they have scorned. WHY? Because Jesus 
said it would happen. WHEN? “At the 
end of the world.” 

The newspapers carry the very inter- 
esting information that the staging and 
filming of one moving picture, “Gone 
with the Wind,” has cost an initial out- 
lay in cash of $3,500,000.00. It will be 
seen by 56,000,000 Americans. The pic- 
ture will run for four hours. Yes, Atlan- 
ta, Ga. declared a holiday at the grand 
opening of the film in that city. Movie 
luminaries came and were wined and 
dined in celebration of the grand event. 
This moving picture received more pub- 
licity than all the signs of the times com- 
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bined can receive. WHY? “Lovers of 
pleasure more than lovers of God.” 


President Roosevelt has very commend- 
ably called in the various religious lead- 
ers to discuss with him ways and means 
of bringing peace upon the earth once 
again. The distinguished head of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of Christ in 
America; the head of the Jewish rabbis 
in America and wrote directly to the 
Pope of Rome, thus endeavoring to bring 
Jew, Gentile, Catholic and Protestant 
working together for peace on earth. The 
President is a sincere lover of peace. The 
writer well remembers meeting him while 
in France in the war of 20 years ago. 
The President saw war then. He sees now 
the results of the first world war. His 
efforts for sparing the lives of the boys 
and men of the world is laudable indeed, 
but is doomed to failure. If he can kill 
the spirit of Antichrist working in the 
hearts of the war makers, he can stop the 
war. 


The leaders of Great Britain, France, 
Germany and other warring peoples sent 
New Year greetings to their people. Ev- 
ery one of them had an ominous and 
blood shedding sound * to them. None 
would agree to any thing but a fight to 
end the lives of their foes. I feel confi- 
dent in saying that never will there be 
peace upon the earth again until cometh 
the Prince of Peace whose right it is to 
rule. 


TIME for Jan. 1, 1940, carried on its 
pages excerpts from a quarrel between 
two Jewish rabbis. One of the rabbis, 
urging that Jews join in the celebration 
of Christmas, had this to say: “Christmas 
in liberal America is no longer the dog- 
matic, denominational, ecclesiastical in- 
stitution it used to be and, alas, still is in 
many lands that art drenched with big- 
otry and blood. AN AMAZING AND 
INCREASING NUMBER OF CHRIS- 
TIANS NO LONGER BELIEVE IN 
THE SUPERNATURALNESS OF JE- 
SUS’ BIRTH NOR IN THE DIVINITY 
OF HIS PERSON. I say then, as a rabbi, 
thank God for Christmas.” Well, the dis- 
tinguished Jew can celebrate with us 
now that Christmas no longer means any- 


thing. The sad part of his comment was 
that “numbers of Christians no longer 
believe in the immaculate conception and 
divinity of the body of Jesus. Some who 
call themselves Christians may have that 
attitude but the genuine, reborn child 
of God believes the Bible account of the 
birth of Christ. What did Paul say about 
some “DEPARTING FROM THE 
FAITH AND GIVING HEED TO SE- 
DUCING SPIRITS AND DOCTRINES 
OF DEVILS?” 


We are advised by the Associated Press 
that the debt for armaments in America 
will, this year, reach the staggering total 
of $14.00 for every man, woman and 
child in the country. Those armaments are 
necessary, in a political and military sense, 
to safegard our homes and country against 
foreign aggression. WHY? “DISTRESS- 
OF NATIONS.” 

“The German race .. that is our 
faith! It has higher rights than all others. 
A German laborer is worth more than an 
English lord. WE HAVE THE DIVINE

RIGHT,” so spoke Dr. Robert Ley, head 
of the German labor movement.

Question: What is meant by the 19th 
verse of the 24th chapter of St. Mat- 
thew?—Mrs. J. T. H. 

Answer: This refers to the destruction 
of Jerusalem which took place in A. D. 
70 when Titus overran the city and 
those who were ill were not able to es- 


cape. 


Question: What is meant by “eateth 
and drinketh damnation to himself” as 
recorded in 1 Cor. 11:29?—Mrs. J. T. H. 

Answer: This is an expression by the 
Apostle Paul showing that it is danger- 
ous to make a mock at religion, especial- 
ly in the taking of the sacrament. 

Question: Please define “quicken this 
mortal body” as to the sense Paul uses it 
in Rom. 8:10, 11.—R. S. 

Answer: The word “‘quicken” means to 
make alive, to transform or to change. In 
the scripture quoted, Paul refers to those 
who are alive and remain at the coming 
of the Lord. Their bodies will be quick- 
ened or will be changed from mortality 
to immortality in the same way and man- 
ner that those who have died and gone to 
corruption will be changed to incorrup- 
tion. The scripture in question does not 
have reference to the quaking or shaking 
of the body by the Spirit of God and we 
do not believe that the word “quicken” 
elsewhere refers to that, though there is 
ample proof in the Word of God that the 
Spirit of God does move upon these 
bodies and demonstrates His power in 
such a manner as was true on the Day 
of Pentecost. 

Question: St. Matthew 13:31, 32, “The 
kingdom is like to a grain of mustard 
seed, which a man took, and sowed in his 
field: Which indeed is the least ‘ of all 
seeds: but when it is grown, it is the 
greatest among herbs, and becometh a 
tree, so that the birds of the air come and 
lodge in the branches thereof.”” Who were 
the birds?—W. W. W. 

Answer: The birds in this parable or 
illustration were not given to teach any 
special lesson other than the size to which 
the mustard tree grew. The Palestine 
mustard is an herb and grows up each 
year but grows to an immense size for an 
herb, large enough that the birds of the 
air lodge in its branches. It is given to 
show the large proportion to which the 
kingdom of God will grow or come. 

Question: Where, when, and how do 
the 144,000 Jews experience their change 
from mortality to immortality? or at 
what instance are they dealt with unto 
death by Antichrist? or are they destined 
to go through the tribulation overshad- 
owed by God, thence out into the millen- 
nium and die natural deaths to be resur- 
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rected at the end of the millennium? 
Does the scripture in Isa. 61:20 touch in 
any way the subject before us?—H. C. S. 


Answer: There is no specific answer to 
be given to the question relative to the 
144,000 Jews in their change from mor- 
tality to immortality. The Bible merely 
tells us in Rev. 7:3-8 of their being 
sealed. If some of them die during the 
tribulation period, they will be resur- 
rected in the final resurrection and thus 
receive their immortal bodies. If there 
are those who live and go out into the 
millennium and die natural deaths, they 
will, of course, receive their mortal bodies 
at the end of the millennial period. The 
scripture in Isa. 65:20 refers to all of Is- 
rael which shall go into the millennium 
and not just a particular class of those 
who enter it.
